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As the turmoil and controversy 
continues to evolve from the O.J. 
Simpson trial and the Lincoln 
Heights shooting, honest and con- 
scientious hard-working police offi- 
cers are still getting criticized and 
maligned by the media and certain 
politicians. 

The August 18 Los Angeles Times 
article on LAPD states, “Despite 
well publicized reforms, the LAPD 
still employs 33 of the 44 officers 
cited by the Christopher Commis- 
sion for repeated excessive force 
complaints between 1986 and 1990. 
Nineteen of those officers are still 
assigned to patrol divisions.” 

Let’s analyze the quality of jour- 

nalism and alleged judicious inves- 
tigative skills of the “Independent 
Commission on the Los Angeles Po- 
lice Department” aka Christopher 
Commission. The report starts off 
correctly identifying a major prob- 
lem with no solutions; “Los Angeles 
Police were the busiest among the 
officers in the nation’s largest six 
cities... LAPD has the fewest offi- 
cers per square mile.” Simply 
stated, today as in 1991, LAPD of- 
ficers are overworked. Yet your 
Chief of Police today thinks you 
don’t need more than 40 hours off 
each year. “The Commission has 
found that there is a significant 
number of LAPD officers who re- 
petitively misuse force and persist- 
ently ignore the written policies 
regarding force. The evidence ob- 
tained by the Commission shows 
that this group has received inade- 
quate supervisory and manage- 
ment attention.” 

In relation to the alleged problem 
officers, the Commission reported, 
“Of approximately 1,800 officers 
against whom an allegation of ex- 
cessive force or improper tactics 
was made from 1986 to 1990, more 
than 1,400 had only one or two al- 
legations. But 183 officers had four 
or more allegations, 44 had six or 
more, 16 had eight or more, and one 
had 16 such allegations. Of nearly 
6,000 officers identified as involved 
in use of force reports from January 
1987 to March 1991, more than 
4,000 had fewer than five reports 
each. But 63 officers had 20 or more 
reports each.” 

Here is where the grandiose:-War- 
ren Christophersand™=his band of 
leftist attorneys have harmed inno- 
cent and hard-working police offi- 
cers. They have formulated some 
unknown quantitative formula to 
identify “problem officers” based on 
unsubstantiated complaints of mis- 
conduct and on the number of in- 


policy use-of-force reports com- 
pleted by those officers. In a coun- 
try where the principle of justice is 
that you are innocent until proven 
guilty, this band of irresponsible 
lawyers has identified many inno- 
cent police officers as being problem 
officers on the infamous “List of 44.” 

To further demonstrate the in- 
sensitivity and irresponsibility of 
the Commission, Warren Christo- 
pher failed to maintain the confi- 
dentiality of the identities of the 
wrongly identified 44 officers which 
resulted in their names being pub- 
lished in the Los Angeles Times on 
October 4, 1992. Many of the offi- 
cers on that list are completely in- 
nocent of wrong doing and were 
unjustly maligned by the Christo- 
pher Commission. So the question 
remains, how can the Christopher 
attorneys, alleged protectors of the 
innocent, malign and defame police 
officers, based merely on allega- 
tions and in-policy uses of force? It 
all goes to the qualities of Warren 
Christopher as he continues to 
demonstrate his ineptness in Bos- 
nia as he did in Somalia. 

The Protective League does not 
condone excessive force, brutality, 
racism, or sexism. We fully under- 
stand that rogue cops can devastate 
morale as well as ruin community 
and political relations. They also 
cause the membership’s money to 
be unnecessarily spent on legal rep- 
resentation. 

The Protective League does de- 
mand that no officer be falsely ac- 
cused and that the officer gets the 
full due process protections af- 
forded under the Fourth, Fifth, 
Sixth, and Fourteenth Amend- 
ments of the United States Consti- 
tution. If Warren Christopher and 
the Los Angeles Times had their 
way, police officers could be fired for 
mere allegations without the right 
to hear or cross-examine your ac- 
cusers. Hence, the-sareasm: from 
the Times on August 18, 1995, “The 
LAPD still employs the 44.” Where 
is responsible journalism? 

The Christopher Commission 
identifies another problem that 
goes directly to creating alleged 
problem officers, but the City and 
the Department do nothing to take 
accountability or offer disability 
pensions to alleged problem offi- 
cers. The report states, “Police work 
modifies behavior. Many emotional 
and psychological problems may 
develop during an officer’s tenure

It was late in the summer of 1992 
when several hundred off-duty offi- 
cers gathered in the sweltering 
heat of the Academy gymnasium to 
hear from Willie L. Williams, the 
newly-appointed Chief of Police.

I responded to Hollenbeck station 
and met with League Attorney Dar- 
ry! Mounger who briefed me on the 
shooting. A veteran Hollenbeck of- 
ficer assigned to CRASH rolled on 
a “man with a gun” 911 radio call 
along with other CRASH units. 
Upon arrival at the location, the 
officers immediately observed a 
male walking with a gun in his 
hand. As the officers were exiting 
from their vehicles in full uniform, 
the suspect pointed the gun at Offi- 
cer Michael Falvo. Officer Falvo, a 
13-year LAPD veteran, fired his 
9mm six times in this life-threaten- 
ing situation. The suspect was 
struck four times and fell to the 
ground. The suspect’s gun, a fully- 
loaded 9mm Tech 9, was recovered 
and the investigation began. You 
would think that this would be a 
simple investigation and that the 
loud-mouth activists would not 
question the use of deadly force 
when a uniformed police officer is 
faced with an armed suspect. Well, 
this shooting resulted in two eve- 
nings of civil unrest and an outcry 
from the anti-police groups of East 
Los Angeles.

Have you ever noticed how arbi- 
trary our system of discipline is 
within the LAPD? It seems that it 
is based on the “Catch 22" syn- 
drome in which you are damned if 
you do, and damned if you don’t. 
_Take, for example, the fate of a 
Van Nuys Training Officer who 
used poor judgment in disagreeing 
with his Commanding Officer. The 
Commanding Officer held a Senior 
Lead Officer meeting to discuss his 
Area’s response time to radio calls. 
The Commanding Officer was un- 
happy with their time and wanted 
his officers to do “whatever it took” 
to decrease their response time. 
This basically entailed responding 
“Code 21” and activating the “at 
scene” button as early as possible. 
The training officer thought this 
over and came to the conclusion 
that it was not only against Depart- 
ment policy to do such things, but 
also jeopardized the safety of the 
officers and the public in general. 
The officer voiced his concerns and, 
after much discussion, advised his 
Commanding Officer that he would 
not violate the law or Department 
policy for the purpose of lowering 
the Division’s response time. The 
Commanding Officer responded, 
“Well, if you can’t do this, then per- 
haps you shouldn't be a training 
officer.” Lo and behold, soon after 
that, this previously outstanding

p s Correct Defi- 
ciencies,” and substandard rating 
reports that documented inconse- 
quential problems or situations 
that were misconstrued by his su- 
pervisors. Ultimately, this officer 





was demoted to P-II based upon the 
“problems” this officer exhibited 
since he confronted his Command- 
ing Officer. What a coincidence! 

Then you have the officer who is 
the renowned “hard charger.” He 
responds to calls as fast as possible 
and tries his very best to improve 
his Division’s response time. But 
“busting” red lights and speeding as 
the Commanding Officer wants 
him to can only lead to one eventual 
conclusion — a traffic accident. 
What happens when this officer has 
an accident because of his aggres- 
sive driving habits? That’s right, he 
gets days off for irresponsible driv- 
ing. 

Which way does the Department 
want it? Do they want safe, legal 
driving, or do they want aggressive, 
fast response driving that ulti- 
mately leads to accidents? We don't 
mind either policy. But we do mind 
a Department that has both policies 
that places our officers in the 
“Catch 22" situation of being liable 
no matter what they do. 

Most people within our Depart- 
ment concentrate on money and 
benefits. They judge our predica- 
ment on what the City gives us. But 
I concentrate more on how we are 
treated and how we, as employees, 
are respected. For the last few 
years, we have been treated like 
Rodney Dangerfield — we don'tget 
any respect. This is exemplified by 
most of the policies that come out of 
Willie’s office. The 40-hour comp 
time limit was a disaster, and it is 
my understanding that it will be 
changed soon. This is just one ex-

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ample of the lack of apparent con. 
cern for the rank-and-file officer. 


What really concerns me 1s the 


tremendous negativity that comes 


from our entire system. It is clear 
that our disciplinary system is in- 
cestuous and archaic. Every step of 
this so-called “due process” proce- 
dure is carried out by individuals 
who directly answer to the Chief of 
Police. The Chief is the final deci- 
sion-maker in regards to discipline. 
There is no independent review of 
the Chief's actions, no matter how 
arbitrary, short of the time consum- 
ing and expensive process of seek- 
ing a writ of mandamus in Superior 
Court. No— what really bothers me 
is the arbitrary and thoughtless 
way in which rank-and-file officers 
are treated. Take for example an 
officer who was subpoenaed to tes- 


tify in an out-of-state case in which 


he had been a Detective for an out- 
of-state police department. His 


travel. room and board were paid 
for by the other state; only his duty 
status was to be picked up by our 
Department. No problem, right? 
We have a duty to cooperate with 
other agencies and have a duty to 
testify, right? Wrong! After the offi- 
cer cleared the trip with his super- 
visors and advised them that he 
was going to testify and assist the 
local police with its investigation 
and service of search warrants, he 
went and carried out his duties. 
Well, unfortunately, Fiscal Opera- 
tions has refused to pay for these 
days because it didn’t directly bene- 
fit the City of Los Angeles. After 
much debate, they relented and 
agreed to pay one day for his court 
testimony, but refused to pay for 
the two days spent in assisting the 
other agency in its investigation. 

This, despite the fact that since the 

case was over nine years old, no one 

except this officer had any personal 

knowledge of the case so as to exe- 
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cute the search warrant davil 

n forced hie a grey 
ance on this officer's behalf to re- 
coup his deducted pay. Whatever 
happened to “attention to duty,” 
“police working with police,” and 
any semblance of cooperation with 
others? 

Another example recently arose 
when a 25-year officer with a per- 
fect disciplinary record was dis- 
covered to have not renewed a 
work permit for outside employ- 
ment. This officer had already an- 
nounced his retirement. In fact, 
when he was interviewed on this 
complaint he was one day away 
from retirement. And the Depart- 
ment plans on doing the entire 
adjudication and resolution to the 
complaint. This process, which 
will blemish an otherwise un- 
blemished record, is being done 
because of an inadvertent failure 
to renew an otherwise valid and 
approved permit. Can you believe 
that the Department would do 


such a thing? Such a petty act of 


bureaucratic nonsense will leave 
a bad taste in the mouth of ay 
outstanding employee of 25 years 


never mind the waste of time and 


manpower. 
Stand-by Overtime 
An issue that will be coming up 
soon will be the issue of stand-by 
J 


comp time for weekdays. It is the 
League’s position that if an office, 
must stay available and be able t, 
respond in a short period of time 
in a non-intoxicated state, then he 
must be compensated by the De. 
partment. Historically, the De- 
partment has been able to get 
away with not paying weekday 
stand-by time by putting leverage 
on the officer to voluntarily com- 
ply. If you worked a Divisional] 
Homicide Unit, you'd better vyol- 
unteer or else you wouldn’t be 
working Homicide for long. But 
nowadays, working Homicide jis 
not all it was traditionally 
cracked up to be, and many Homi- 
cide Units have trouble getting 
qualified personnel to work these 
positions. After all, who wants to 
be on call all the time, work long, 
tedious hours, and get little or 
nothing in return? 

Some Units of our Department 
already get weekday standby 
time, such as the Bomb Squad, 
SWAT, and K-9 Units. The reason 
others don’t is because they have 
failed to do what is necessary to 
make the Department comply. 
What is necessary is for everyone 
to refuse to be on call without 
compensation. Those currently in 
such assignments should turn off 
your pagers after work and turn 
on your answering machines. You 
are not required to be home or 


respond to messages unless yo 
happen to come home and get the 
message. For those of you who are 
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liring ekday on-call status, 
you should support the others by 
not volunteering to work the as- 
signment with weekday on call. If 
everyone cooperates, the Depart- 
ment will be forced to provide us 
all with what is legal and proper 
— compensation for your time 
dedicated to your assignment. I 
realize this may be a difficult 
thing to do, but the Department 
will not willingly give you a bene- 
fit or compensation unless they 
have to. 

Be careful out there. Recent 
cases, such as the $16 million 


judgment against the LASO, and 


the furor over the Mike Falvo 
shooting, makes your job much 
more difficult. ’m amazed anyone 
still works out there. But do a 
good job and make sure you go 
home at night.

How would you like to have begun 
your career at age 21, work for 20 
years as a loyal employee of the Los 
Angeles Police Department, decide 
to retire, then find out you are not 
entitled to collect your pension for 
another NINE years? How about 
after that same 20 years of out- 
standing service for the Police De- 
partment, you retire and then you 
find out that you are not able to 
retain your badge and weapon be- 
cause you retired before age 50? 
Let’s say that you stay with the 
Department for 30 years, you retire 
with your pension, ID, and weapon, 
yet in the first two years of your 
retirement inflation is up 11% and 
your cost-of-living increase is only 
3%. What are you going to do? 

Well, if you are under the Arti- 
cle 35 pension system as I am, 
then this is what we face in our 
future. Many of our co-workers 
have decided, due to the poor 
working conditions, substandard 
salary, and an unreliable pension, 
to leave our Department for other 
police departments that offer bet- 
ter working conditions and secure 
financial packages. Not only that,

Who can blame them? Bottom line 
is we need to be able to support 
our families. We also need to work 
in a positive and constructive en- 
vironment in order to perform our 
duties effectively on a daily basis. 
Now I can’t do much about the 
neighborhood surrounding Los 
Angeles, nor can I do anything 
about the cost of living. But as 
your new Director, I can work on 
the areas surrounding our con- 
tract and, for you officers who, 
like me, are under the Article 35 
pension, one of my goals is to 
achieve a change in our pension 
system. 

Fortunately, the City recog- 
nizes that there is an attrition 
problem within our Department 
and the largest group of officers 
leaving have been on the Depart- 
ment between two and ten years. 
One of the avenues the City is 
looking at in order to curb attri- 
tion is a change in our pension. 
There is a feeling that the City 
could entice officers to stay with 
our Department by offering a bet- 
ter pension. We need to take this 


Some of the areas that | would 
like to see changed in our 
pension are: 

1. A 20-years-and-out clause. 
Many of our officers join the De- 
partment at age 21. They should 
not have to wait nine years to col- 
lect a pension after 20 years of 
service. 

9. An increase in our cost-of-living 
cap. If not fully fluctuating, sim1- 
lar to that of Article 18, then at 
least increase our 3% cap. 

3 If an officer retires honorably 
after 20 years, he/she should be 
able to retire with their police ID 
and weapon.

on the force. Officers may enter thé 
force well suited psychologically tor 
the job, but may suffer from burn 
out. alcohol-related problems, cyn1- 
cism, Or disenchantment.” One has 
to wonder if the Mayor or our bril- 
liant chief has ever read the Chris- 
topher report. Burn out and 
disenchantment were problems in 
1991. and the Chief thinks that re- 
stricting time off to 40 hours a year 
is a good thing. We have major mo- 
rale problems and the Chief's ideas 
for solutions are holding someone 
accountable for letting poor Mike 
Falvo work in the field. How many 
of the remaining 33 officers from 
the list of 44 will be required to 
endure a BSS visit or management 
inquisitions to determine their suit- 
ability for field assignments? 

The message from the City Coun- 
cil. the Chief of Police, the Police 
Commission, and the Los Angeles 
Times is: Don’t do anything. Don't 
use force. Don’t shoot. Smile. Wave. 
Do the dog-and-pony show. If you do 
proactive police work and put gang- 
bangers and criminals in jail, you'll 
be subject to false misconduct com- 
plaints, use-of-force reports, law- 
suits, and a trip to the head 
shrinker. Do you think manage- 
ment will back you up? Don’t count 
on it. Look how long it took Willie 
to wait to see which way the wind 
was blowing before he publicly said, 
“The initial investigation tends to 
support the officer’s version.” The 
brass won’t support you unless it’s 
politically correct. 

Mike Falvo’s shooting is clean 
and fully lawful. Falvo is a good 
street cop, but LAPD doesn’t want 
good street cops. They want people 
who don’t get on problem officers 
lists, people who don’t use force, 
people who don’t shoot, people who 
are politically correct. They don’t 
pay you to get shot. Councilman 
Mike Hernandez would have you 
believe that the deceased vato was 
the barrio’s latest Rhodes scholar. 
One has to wonder about Mike Her- 
nandez’ priorities in his District. 
The honest, hard-working families 
in Lincoln Heights are prisoners in 
their homes because of the preda- 
tors and the gangs. The citizens 
want peace with a gun-free, vio- 
lence-free environment. Since vatos 
and criminals don’t vote, why does 
Hernandez fail to address the crime 
problems of his law-abiding con- 
stituency? Mike Falvo is a hero who 
saved his partner's life as well as 
his own in the face of an armed 
assault by a gang member. Do you 
think our great Chief will nominate 
him for the Medal of Valor for his 
ability to display courage and pres- 
ence of mind in a crisis? Don’t count 
on it. Mike Falvo is on the List of 44 
and prestigious accolades aren’t po- 
pecally correct for heroes on that 

ist. 

I will make a prediction about 
Mike Falvo. His shooting will be 
ruled in policy. And, for having 
done absolutely nothing wrong, he 
will be removed from the field and 
placed somewhere that he'll have 
minimal public contact. He’ll also 
never receive a civil service promo- 
tion. This is how management wil] 
support an officer who has done 
nothing wrong. 

This is the flaw of the Christo- 
pher Commission, LAPD manage- 
ment, and the Police Commission.

based on mere allegations and the 
number of uses of force, number of 
lawsuits, and number of traff, 
collisions you have. A police off} t 
cer can be identified as 4 problep 
officer in this computer when, jp 
fact. that officer ma:

icy. How can you stay out of 
OBITS and promote on hi job? 
It’s easy. Do nothing except smi]. 
and wave at the public. The publi, 
is the victim. The Los Angel, 
Times and the leftist element oj 
the City power structure want 
police force that does not use any 
physical force. They would rather 
prosecute Mike Falvo for shooting 
an armed vato than give any relief 
to families of the 800 murder vic. 
tims each year in this City. The 
criminals are literally taking over 
and they’re better armed than the 
police. Yet, the media and the 
politicians feel compelled to con- 
tinually chastise the police. Yet, 
these same brain surgeons are 
wondering why LAPD has an at- 
trition problem.

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ncerely hopes 
that we can work together with 
the en the Police 
Commission to develop systems 
that are qualitative in identifying 
officers who need to be monitored 
and to have safeguards to protect 
totally innocent officers from be- 
ing falsely accused of being prob- 
lem officers. It is not an easy task. 
In light of the Mark Fuhrman 
tapes and the valid police miscon- 
duct identified by Christopher, 
we all have to work together 1n 
building a positive image and to 
- gain the public’s confidence and 
support. And that means the Los 
Angeles Times has a responsibil- 
ity in not condemning 8,000 good 
cops based on the wrongdoing of 
very few. We’re here to do good 
things and protect people. Were 
not the Gestapo and we're not sa- 
dists. We need support and lead- 
ership, of which we get very little. 

We as police officers have a Te- 
sponsibility to be professional and 
courteous in the total absence of 
excessive force, racism, and seX- 
ism. City Hall, the Police Com- 
mission, and management have a 
responsibility to be supportive, 
both financially and morally, an 
to provide competent leadership 
that instills an environment con- 
ducive to improved morale. The 
media has a responsibility to ac 
curately report the truth without 
condemning all for the acts of @ 
few. 

Be careful out there, Think sur- 
vival and always watch thet 
hands. Be safe and never, evet 
think you have to let the suspect 
get the first round off before you 
can protect yourself.

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As you may notice my byline 
has changed this month. It’s the 
title of the sign-off song that co- 
median Bob Hope sang at the end 
of his television show (that really 
dates me). It accurately expresses 
my feelings at this the end of my 
career with the Department and 
the League. It’s been thirty, at 
times very long and at other times 
very fleeting, years of service. I 
have had what I consider a very 
challenging, rewarding and ful- 
filling career. There is no single 
watershed incident that has 
prompted me to retire. God knows 
that there have been enough of 
those had I let them affect me. 


Certainly I’ve had my ups and 
downs, victories and losses and 
long years of routine in between. 
I have no animosities toward the 
Department, its policies, proce- 
dures or politics. I’ve talked to too 
many retired officers who told me 
the anger and bad memories fade 
and only the good and funny times 
come to mind. I believe them. I 
hope so. One thing I know for cer- 
tain is this Department operates 
on crisis, personal and city-wide, 
and controversy. I think that is 
the unfortunate lot of our occupa- 
tion. Despite what some in the 
media may say, they respect us. 
All too many of our detractors are 
really just envious of us. The vast 
majority truly respect and sup- 
port us. It’s just that cops tend to 
be honest conscientious people 
who sometimes wrongly operate 
under the premise that everyone 
else is. Most people are, but there 
are some people who are in posi- 
tions of control and influence who 
don’t. My advice to all those who 
are still in their careers is to do 
the job and try to disregard the 
negative folks. I’ve found that 
they’re generally miserable in 
their own lives and therefore 
want to spread it around. 


I have enjoyed serving as one of 
your Directors here at the 
League. I’ve served on two sepa- 
rate Boards of Directors. Perhaps 
the highlight was getting the pre- 
sent contract. Let me assure you 
that was an ordeal for_all the Di- 
rectors. We had differing points of 
view, arguments (hey, we’re cops) 
and controversy. But, by god we 








got one! It didn’t make everyone 
happy, but it was the best that we 
could do without resorting to dirty 
tactics that we would have ulti- 
mately regretted. Soon you'll 
have another contract to negoti- 
ate. My best advice is to get in- 
volved and support your Board of 
Directors. Your present Board of 
Directors is a very dedicated, per- 
haps at times too hard working, 
group of cops who have your best 
interests at heart. If they didn’t, 
I'd say so. 

I look at the Department today 
and I see a very different organi- 
zation than the one I joined. Cer- 
tainly, it is more ethnically 
diverse, hyper-sensitive on"politi- 
cally correct” issues and less ag- 
gressive. Is it as. better 
organization? The jury is still out 
on the answer to that. I will share 
a quick story with you on that 
topic. At my class graduation 
party in 1965 I had the honor of 
being my class President and sit- 
ting with Deputy Chief Nowell 
McQuown (deceased). He was sit- 
ting in for the then Chief of Police, 
William H. Parker. After a couple 
of toddies and loosening up a bit, 
the Chief and I had a conversation 
about my recruit class. He said 
they had to really bend the rules 
and standards to get enough men 
(they were all males in those 
days) for a full 125 man class. He 
said some of us would never have 
made it when he became a cop. 
That always stuck with me. 1. 


don’t think any of us thinks our 


successors are as good as we were. 
That’s why I see hope for the De- 
partment. Certainly I don’t agree 
with some of the changes I've 
seen, but when I talk one-on-one 
to today’s cops, I realize that what 
now retired Chief Mike Lan- 
zarone said still holds true today, 
“Cops are Beautiful.” 

My advice to you is to support 
your League, take care of your 
partner and maintain the high 
traditions of the Department. You 
will never forget. And yes, 
“Thanks For the Memories.

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Over the last month, we've re- 
ceived numerous calls from our 
members. It occurs to me that not 
many happy people call their union 
offices. The three hottest topics of 
concern were the caricature of Chief 
Williams; the Chief’s untimely and 
ill-conceived 40-hour, once annu- 
ally, cap on accumulated overtime 
policy; the Lincoln Heights shoot- 
ing story and the Mark Fuhrman 
tapes.

A good effective leader is 
someone who searches for resolu- 
tions and does not promote contro- 
versy as you find every opportunity 
imaginable to do!

Dear Editor: 


The Department has recently be- 
gun to replace dual-purpose vehi- 
cles such as used by detectives in 
the geographic divisions, Metro, 
etc. with new black and white 
Chevrolet vehicles without light- 
bars and MDTs. These new vehicles 
are equipped with a forward red 
light and amber/blue lights in the 
rear deck (similar to dual-purpose 
vehicles). I understand that these 
vehicles are to be used by Metro 
and detectives during the course of 
their workday. This brings up sev- 
eral points as it regards detectives 
only: 1) Detectives will definitely be 
“visible” to the public while driving 
black/whites, giving the public a 
sense that there’s more police pres- 
ence in their communities; 2) De- 
tectives will be flagged down more 
often by citizens or victims of 
crimes due to their visibility; 3) 
Just as detectives will be more vis- 
ible to the citizens, so will they be 
more visible to the criminal ele- 
ment specifically gangsters, and 
their presence announced in loca- 
tions where crimes are in progress. 

Taking into consideration the 
above suppositions, the following 
problems will invariably follow: De- 
tectives generally are not wearing 
body armor during the regular 
course of their work day, nor are

they carrying tactical tools that are 
normally carried by patrol officers 
(e.g. tazers, shotguns, OC spray, 
batons, etc.) and will invariably be 
drawn into situations which they 
are ill equipped to handle. Let me 
emphasize that this is not true in 
all cases and it obviously does not 
apply to Metro or any patrol based 
unit such as CRASH, etc., but hav- 
ing detectives drive marked 
black/white vehicles will necessi- 
tate that the Department equip and 
retrain detectives in field opera- 
tions due to their increased expo- 
sure to possible tactical situations. 
Granted, the tactics in a particular 
situation will dictate the response 
by the detective unit involved, but 
“visibility” also brings certain re- 
sponsibilities and everyone I’ve 
asked has not been able to explain 
to me how the heavy “baggage” of 
liability will be distributed between 
the detective unit and the Depart- 
ment. 

Something to think about. Com- 
ments anyone?

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Another Fallen Comrade

On March 30 of this year we re- 
ceived some devastating news: 
Jerry Thomas had passed away. 
Death is no stranger in our busi- 
ness and certainly no surprise, but 
when a friend and comrade dies, a 
little piece of us dies too. Jerry died 
as the result of injuries received on 
the job. Oh, he didn’t die as the 
result of a gun battle with an armed 
suspect, even though he had his 
share of that, and he didn’t die in 
the fireball of a traffic accident re- 
sponding to another officer’s aid 
(that would not have been a sur- 
prise either as Jerry would have 
been pedal to the metal to roll a help 
call). In fact, Jerry did not die on the 
job for he had been retired several 
years and had established resi- 
dence just outside Hamilton, Mon- 
tana. Hamilton is a pretty little 
town about fifty miles south of Mis- 
soula centered in the Bitterroot 
Valley flanked by both a mountain 
range and a river that bears the 
same name. Jerry is buried where 
he can see both the mountains and 
the river so he will always be in the 
outdoors that he loved. Before I con- 
tinue, let me tell you a little about 
Jerry, or “J.T.” as he was known to 
many. 

Jerry was the third and most 
probably the last generation of Los 
Angeles Police Officers from his 
family. He had worked many as- 
signments during his distinguished 
career of twenty-five years includ- 
ing the Mounted Unit, which fol- 
lowed his grandfather’s footsteps 
who had worked that unit in the 


1920s. Jerry also worked Narcotics 
for over ten years where he estab- 
lished himself as a premier under- 
cover operator. While working dope 
in 1970, Jerry met Mike Murphy 
and that meeting turned into a life 
long friendship. Jerry’s love of the 
high country rubbed off on Mike as 
Jerry introduced him to the beauty 
and peacefulness of the outdoors. 
We never get too far away from this 
job, but we are able to escape on 
occasion and those are the best 
memories that Mike has: the high 
mountain lakes, the quiet forests, 
the canoe trip down the Missour 
River not too long ago, and all the 
rest of the times of being at peace in 
places where men can rest and re- 
charge their souls. 

Back at the job, Jerry was tireless 
in his work. Always there when 
someone needed him, never a cas 
too difficult or dangerous to work, 
and always willing to walk the 
“point.” But things began to happe? 
to Jerry that should not happen 1 
any man. In 1972, while doing 
“deal” and operating the same W8Y 
that he had done so many times 
before, he was taken hostage 1” 
what was to be a “rip-off” before the 
term became as commonplace as 1 
is today. Jerry was put on the floor 
with the gun to the back of his head 
and the suspect was preparing 
execute him. He told me once, 
“Grady, I knew I was dead. I was S° 
surprised, so shocked, that I could 
not even think of anything to 40. 
Fortunately, the wire was working 
and the next thing that was heard 
was a shot and the suspect was

The Attorney General confirmed 
the promotion of Mr. Larry Potts to 
the second highest position in the 
FBI. ’'m 18 plus years in law en- 
forcement and I don’t understand 
this rationale.

Dear Editor: 

I take great personal exception to 
the premise that the sad lesson 
Frank Del Olmo’s mother taught 
him as a young boy haunts, not only 
him, but all of Los Angeles. To por- 
tray his mother’s experience and 
her misguided lesson to him re- 
garding Los Angeles police officers 
of “don’t you ever say anything to 
them, talk back or anything,” be- 
cause... “they will beat you within 
an inch of your life,” is, I agree, a 
sad lesson to provide to a young 
person. It is also wrong. To judge a 
group based solely on what they do 
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for a living 1s Just a prejudiced as 
judging a group based on rat jal 
stereotypes. Mr. Del Olmo’s mother 
performed a grave disservice when 
she taught him that prejudice, in 
any form, is acceptable. Perhaps 
Mr. Del Olmo should seek not only 
to reform the LAPD, but himself. 
My mother, like his, is a devout 
Catholic who raised eight children 
after becoming a widow at 42 years 
of age. She taught all of us to re- 
spect people, regardless of their 
race, color, religion or occupation. 
We were taught that police officers, 
teachers, priests, etc. were author- 
ity figures who demanded our re- 
spect. When an authority figure 
acted in a manner that failed to 
earn that respect or did something 
that caused us to lose that respect, 
our family discussed the issue and 
recognized that that individual 
authority figure may have failed. 
However, that was never a reason 
to disrespect others or to generalize 
that a mistake by a police officer, 
teacher or priest, resulted in every 
other police officer, teacher or 
priest becoming undeserving of our 
respect. 
I am a police captain and a 25- 
year member of the Department. 
My youngest sister is a sergeant 
and 15-year veteran. We, like many 
officers, work in neighborhoods of 
diversity and are proud of our ef- 
forts and service to the community. 
LAPD officers across the city con- 
tinue to provide leadership, exam- 
ple, opportunity, and most 
importantly, safety to many disad- 
vantaged youth. In addition to 
thousands of daily contacts in the 
course of their duties, officers re- 
cruit and direct police explorer 
scout programs and police athleti 
leagues, which benefit thousands of 
youngsters. The Department alsca 
has a program that works with “at 
risk” youth where officers provide 
counseling and guidance to deter 
the youngsters from a life of crime, 
drugs and gangs. Many of these 
youngsters, as they become young 
adults, have returned to the De- 
partment as police officers, directly 
from neighborhoods like Mr. Del 
Olmo’s where LAPD and other com- 
munity servants serve as role mod- 
els. 
Mr. Del Olmo’s statements are 
reckless and grossly inaccurate 
generalizations. He states that the 
Gutierrez shooting stands as a 
stark reminder of how much still 
needs to be done to reform the 
LAPD. What does he know about 
this shooting that the rest of us 
don’t? The evidence so far only in- 
dicates that an officer defended his 
own and his partner’s lives when he 
shot a gang member, nicknamed 
“Troublemaker,” who was armed 
with a sophisticated assault 
weapon. On the night of the shoot- 
ing, Gutierrez’ fellow gang mem- 
bers told the media that Gutierrez 
was carrying a gun. Now, some of 
them have recanted those state- 
ments; and apparently we are ex- 
pected to believe only their new 
statements that Gutierrez was car- 
rying a flashlight. What makes vio- 
lent criminals, who are members of 
a gang that preys on the very com- 
munity that Del Olmo writes about, 
more believable than police offi- 
cers? The implication that the po- 
lice somehow planted the gun that 
Gutierrez was carrying that night 
is preposterous. It is the type of 
rhetoric that has been consistent in 
the Simpson trial — attack the men 
and women hired to protect and to 
serve and forget about victims and 
law abiding families.

What About Wilshire?

On July 24, 1995. Officers K, 
Grogan and A. Junco responded 

to a “211 Just Occurred” at the Pet 
Co. at 2nd and Sycamore. A possible 
suspect had been detained by the 
security guard and an off-duty 
Sheriff's deputy. After the officers 
conducted a thorough investiga- 
tion, the suspect was interviewed at 
the Station. Due to excellent inter- 
view techniques used by the offi- 
cers, the suspect confessed and 
showed the officers where he had 
hidden the stolen money. Over 
$9,000 was recovered as a result of 
the teamwork and sound investiga- 
tion of both officers. Congratula- 
tions on great work! 

On July 21, 1995, Sgt. Jim Davis 
and Officer Lewis Wiggins discov- 
ered a 70-year-old male in a wheel- 
chair stranded and disoriented in 
the middle of Wilshire Boulevard.

Chandler was lost and confused, 
having gotten off the bus at the 
wrong location. The officers as- 
sisted the senior into their police 
car and after careful questioning, 
were able to determine where he 
lived — a board and care home 
nearby — and they got him safely 
home. Sgt. Davis and Officer Wig- 
gins did a great job providing qual- 
ity service to the community. 

On July 15, 1995, Wilshire re- 
sponded to an “ambulance shots 
fired” call at 5600 San Vicente 
Boulevard. Officer Perez arrived 
within four minutes and began di- 
recting units to the various crime 
scene functions. Wilshire units con- 
tinued obtaining intelligence from 
witnesses. Twenty-five minutes 
later, an entry team, led by Sgt. 
Jackson, with a prearranged tacti- 
eal plan, arrested the suspect with- 
out incident. A field show-up was 
conducted and units positively 
identified the suspect as the 
shooter. It was an outstanding 
team effort involving three divi- 


sions. Special thanks to Senior 
Lead Officers Diggs-Edwards. 
Barber. Adauto, and Rossum 
who responded and assisted where 
needed. The victim was taken to 
Cedars-Sinai Medical Center 
where he expired from wounds. Of. 
ficer Perez handled this incident in 
an outstanding manner by direct- 
ing, coordinating and communicat- 
ing with all involved in this “solved” 
homicide. Good job! 

On July 24, 1995. Mr. Robert 
Frost, a Security guard at the 7- 
Eleven convenience Store at 2801 
W. 9th Street called the station to 
compliment the assertive actions of 
Officers Meade and Williams. The 
store was the location of an at- 
tempted 187 on the 8th of the 
month. Frost was impressed with 
the high visibility and extra patrol 
that the officers were devoting to 
the area Surrounding the store. 
Frost stated that gang activity de- 
clined considerably and attributed 
this directly to the actions of the 
officers.

Mike is one of the most high en- 
ergy officers that anyone will ever 
have an opportunity to work for, 
and/or work with. He is truly a leg- 
end in law enforcement circles with 
respects to police training and inno- 
vative police tactics. 

Metro Mike has worked Metro- 
politan Division as a police officer 
(1970, including the rank of 3+1), 
sergeant (1978) and lieutenant 
(1985). Even at the rank of police 
officer, Mike was considered a po- 
lice pioneer. He developed and de- 
signed the model of the 
Department’s Crisis Negotiation 
Team (CNT). This CNT Team 
model remains similar in design to- 
day, and has been replicated by 
many law enforcement agencies 
throughout the United States (in- 

cluding the FBI, which has now re- 
named their Hostage Negotiation 
Team to Crisis Negotiation Team). 












the mainstay verbal tactics utilized 
during the negotiation process. 
_ However, one of Mike’s greatest 
“achievements was to create the Mo- 
bile Field Force (MFF). In 1992 and 
1993, Mike was responsible for co- 
ordinating and certifying the train- 
ing of 6,700 officers in the MFF 
concept. In addition, he co-designed 
the Tactical Response Force for 
Metro and the Motor Strike Team 
for all Department motor officers. 
Commonly referred to as Camp 
Snoopy, Mike created a training fo- 
rum that was the most significant 
Department training effort in the 
history of the Los Angeles Police 
Department. MFF training did not 
end in 1993; Mike and his staff have 
continued with the training at An-

Prior to the civil unrest Los Ange- 
les experienced in 1992, Hillmann 
developed a 40-hour block of train- 
ing for all of Metropolitan Division. 
Mike’s foresight instituted training 
for Tactical Support Elements and 
Rescue Elements that later played 
a meaningful role with regards to 
officer safety issues during the ri- 
ots. Equally important, Mike se- 
cured the kevlar helmets and flak 
jackets for all Metro personnel that 
were deployed in the midst of the 
civil unrest. 

In addition, Mike was the driving 
force in Operation Sunrise wherein 
137 warrants were served through- 
out the Southern California area 
and his role in the numerous Opera- 
tion Rescue engagements certainly 
cannot be understated. 

However, in October of 1994, 
Mike’s energy and absolute passion 
for locating and apprehending a 
“cop killer” was unmistakable. 
Chuck Heim’s killer was ferreted 
out by Mike and his team due to 
their tirelessness and dogged deter- 
mination. 

Another dimension to Mike’s per- 
sonality is his commitment to police 
officers and their families at a time 
of grief. Specifically, his role in co- 
ordinating Chuck Heim’s funeral. 
Mike and police funerals have been 
a part of his career with the Depart- 

ment. Mike coordinated Jimmy P.’s 
and Jack Christensen’s funerals in 

pars past. Mike’s:role at. 
recognizes the absolute reverence 
for a police officer's death. A man 
who recognizes that a police family 
needs to know the importance of 
their loss and that the Department 
is truly a family at their time of 
need. 

Mike’s promotion will be a great 
loss for Metro. His unique approach 
to all aspects of police endeavors 1s 
unparalleled. We'll miss his energy 
and enthusiasm for both police 
work and Metro. He’s a one-of-a- 
kind police officer that you only en- 
counter once in a career.

Background 


The Bureau of Investigation 
was founded in 1908, as the Jus- 
tice Department’s investigative 
arm. The Bureau was taken over 
in 1924 by a young, ambitious, 
and ruthless man by the name of 
J. Edgar Hoover. He molded it 
into the agency it is today. They 
acquired its present name in 1935 
— Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion (FBI). 


LAPD & FBI 


The FBI is the lead agency in 
investigations of civil rights viola- 
tions. They have personnel as- 
Signed to this unit who 
investigate police officers accused 
of civil rights violations. They 
share one thing in common — 
none are former police offi- 
cers! They do this to avoid any 
possible conflict of interest or 
sympathy for the working street 
police officer. They acquire their 
knowledge of police work from 
FBI training and watching the TV 
shows like “Stories of the High- 
way Patrol” or “Cops.” 

If you become the subject of a 
civil rights violation investigation 
(or other federal crime), they will 
attempt to contact you. They will 
ask to meet you at your home ora 
neutral site. They do this because 
they want a free and voluntary 
statement to use against you in 
federal court. A statement ob- 
tained in one of these locations 
tends to suggest you met them 
because you wanted to. They will 
not tape record your statement 


and will not do an interview if you 
attempt to tape it. 

In the last fee months the FBI 
has contacted several sworn 
members of this Department and 
in at least two cases they talked 
to them. These officers talked 
without an attorney and made no 
effort to contact the League for 
help. The officers did not call a 
Defense Rep and ask for advice! 
Never talk to the FBI without an 
attorney, always contact the 
League and tell them what’s going 
on. Never waive your rights and 
never give a voluntary statement. 

The FBI is not your friend and 
will do what it can to put you in 
federal prison. They have in the 
recent past placed three Los An- 
geles police officers in prison. 
They wanted to put officers who 
worked SIS and were involved in 
the Sunland McDonalds OIS into 
prison. The League provided legal 
representation and was able to 
prevent the filing of charges prior 
to the statute expiring. 

I recently learned a lieutenant 
I like just quit the League. I want 
to strongly urge anyone who has 
dropped out of the League to re- 
consider. You may very well need 
the help of the League one day 
and if you are not a member you 
will regret leaving. You do not 
have to like the directors or all of 
its policies, but you should protect 
yourself and your family. We need 
to stand united to face the tough 
times ahead. Please have a safe 
and happy summer!

The rapport between Rampart 
detectives and patrol officers is 
probably the best in the city. It is 
this spirit of cooperation and the 
hard work of both the officers and 
detectives that has led to the appre- 
hension of many criminals and the 
reduction of many crime trends in 
the division. One incident that 
stands out occurred April 19, 1995. 

Senior Lead Officer James De- 
vito was on patrol in the area of 
Council Street and Heliotrope 
Drive. Officer Devito observed two 
Suspects stripping a Toyota Celica 
and a Datsun 800 SX. Officer De- 
vito detained the suspects and con- 
ducted an investigation of the 
scene. Officer Devito’s investiga- 
tion revealed the Toyota Celica was 
a Northeast Division stolen and 
both the suspects were arrested 
and booked. Detective Robert 
Leon was assigned the case and 
began interviewing the suspects. 
During the interview one of the sus- 
pects admitted he had been work- 
ing as crime partners with the other 
Suspect for over six months. The 
suspect then admitted his partici- 
pation in stealing the Toyota, and 
stated he and the other suspect 
committed four to five BFMV’s a 
day during the six months. Detec- 
tive Leon was able to locate and 
clear 73 BFMV reports. This gave 
the division a 51% clearance rate 
and the arrest resulted in signifi- 
cant reduction of reported BFMV’s 
in the division. Both officer Devito’s 

and Detective Leon’s skill and hard 
work has had. a dramatic impact on

On June 18, 1995, at approximately 
1605 hours, Officers Charles Slater, 
serial no. 26164, and Michael Gayten, 
serial no. 31166, were assigned to 
Devonshire Patrol Division, PM 
Watch. They received a radio call of a 
“415 fight at 8861 Langdon Avenue. 
Suspect is wearing a red striped shirt 
and blue checkered shorts.” 


Upon the officers arrival to the loca- 
tion, they observed a male Hispanic, 
later identified as the victim, exiting 
an apartment complex bleeding pro- 
fusely from his neck. The officers ex- 
ited their police vehicle to render aid 
to the victim when Officer Gayten no- 
ticed the above described suspect 
leaving the apartment located at 8861 
Langdon Avenue. Officer Gayten fur- 
ther observed the possible suspect 
carrying a knife. Officer Gayten im- 


| mediately notified his partner and the 


|| suspect was taken into custody with- 





out incident. The officers secured the 
knife while at the same time re- 
quested a rescue ambulance to re- 
spond to their location and a 
supervisor and additional units for 
crime scene control. In an attempt to 
locate any additional victims or sus- 
pects, Officer Gayten asked the possi- 
ble suspect if there was anyone else 
involved. He provided a short physical 
description and stated that “Miguel 
was in apartment 20.” It was at this 


time the officers were notified by the 


large crowd (100 plus) that had gath- 
ered that the victim had collapsed and 
died mid-block on Rayen, between 
Langdon and Orion. Officer Slater be- 
gan immediately broadcasting to the 
oncoming units where exactly he 
needed them placed to preserve the 
crime scene and possible apprehen- 
sion of additional suspects. Within 
minutes 17A27, Officers J. Kessler, 
serial no. 25418, and A. Levey, serial 
no. 31231; 17A83, Officers M. Geller, 
serial no. 26641, and R. Zavala, serial 
no. 31088; 17A65, K. Bennett, serial 
no. 27437, and L. Cabrera, serial no. 
31097; 17ZL4, S. Davis, serial no. 
30989; 17ZL2, D. Slater, serial no. 
26337, and 17L50 Sergeant M. Klein, 
serial no. 20418, were at scene secur- 
ing the perimeter. 

Officers Slater and Gayten advised 
Sergeant Klein of a possible suspect 
located in apartment 20. Sergeant 
Klein immediately assessed the situ- 
ation and briefed Officers D. Slater 
and Kessler on a tactical plan for en- 
try. With sufficient personnel at the 
scene and the perimeter secured, Ser- 
geant Klein and Officers D. Slater and 
Kessler responded to apartment num- 
ber 20. After completing a knock and 
notice with no answer, the officers 
kicked the door in and found the pos- 
sible suspect secreted underneath a 
bed. The possible suspect was taken 
into custody without incident and sub-

As- 
suming immediate command of the 
chaotic incident, Belmonte set about 
directing citizens who responded to 


help in the rescue and control efforts. 
Belmonte then took it upon himself to 
approach an involved vehicle that was 
now totally engulfed in flames. Officer 
Belmonte believing the driver of the 
flaming car to be safely out of the way 
but concerned for the safety of other 
possible occupants, attempted to in- 
spect the car through the driver’s win- 
dow. As Belmonte continued to 
search, thick billowing smoke and 
flames from the fire prevented Bel- 
monte from clearly establishing the 
status of any possible occupants. 
Thinking only of the safety of other 
Belmonte entered the inferno braving 
intense heat and toxic, choking 
smoke. Staving off these dangers, Of- 
ficer Belmonte completed a thorough 
search of the car and left it only when 
satisfied that no victims were trapped 
inside. Officer Belmonte then set

fatally wounded. (Thanks, Mario 

Mascolo, for the heads up play and for 
being so alert, not to mention a good 
shot!) Tragedy was avoided this time, 
but the nightmare was just beginning 
for Jerry. Jerry learned from the inci- 
dent and swore that he would never 
do another “deal” in a hotel/motel 
room. He tried to convince anyone 
who would listen to avoid a similar 
situation. Soon after that, Jerry found 
himself working as a cover officer for 
his good friend, Blackie Sawyer, who 
was doing a “deal” in a hotel room in 
Santa Monica in November of 1973. 
The wire went down, shots were fired, 
and Jerry kicked the door in. The sus- 
pect was still firing and Jerry re- 
turned fire, forcing the suspect to hide 
behind a chair. Two officers from an- 
other agency jumped over Jerry into 
his field of fire and took the suspect 
into custody. Jerry rushed to Blackie’s 
position and saw that he was seri- 
ously wounded. As Jerry held Blackie 
in his arms, Blackie died from the 
gunshot wounds that he had received. 
The trial of the two suspects that were 
responsible for Blackie’s death re- 
sulted in a verdict of not guilty. The 
stage was now set and the demons 
found their way into Jerry’s life and 
would never let him go. 

Jerry left Narcotics sometime after 
that, promoted to the rank of ser- 
geant, and ultimately was selected to 
work Metro. As I said earlier, he first 
worked the Mounted Unit, then 
moved on to “C” Platoon where I first 
met him. This was in the early 1980’s 
and the whole division was preparing 
to gear up for the 1984 Olympics. 
Jerry and I were selected as two of the 
sergeants assigned to build and train 
the Counter Assault Team and that 
was where our friendship began. Roll- 
ing around together in the USC Olym- 
pic Village for 12 to 14 hours a watch, 
night after night, had a tendency to 
teach you about a man. It did not take 
me long to realize that this was a man 
“to cross the river with.” I never met a 
stronger, more dependable man in my 
life than Jerry Thomas. No man was 
more dedicated to his people. We were 
later involved in several incidents 
that showed his mettle and while 
some people talk about their so-called 
accomplishments, Jerry just did it. 

After the Olympics, Jerry moved 
over to the K-9s, another tough as- 


- signment in Metro. He soon became a 


handler and was assigned a dog. He 
named that dog “Blackie,” in honor of 
his slain friend. Jerry loved animals, 
particularly “Blackie,” because I think 
they represented everything that was 
important to him and they possessed 
the same qualities that Jerry held 
with reverence. Jerry was a very sim- 
ple man in a very complex world; he 
had the deepest respect for loyalty, 
integrity, friendship, and family. He 
was a friend who was always there. 
He never asked for help, but was al- 
ways the first to offer. “Blackie” was 
soimportant in Jerry’s life as troubled

Getting Your Own Doctor

You must control your medical 
care to protect your job, your 
health and your future. 

Under California law for at 
least the first thirty days, your 
employer can dictate who will 
treat you. 

Since your employer has a fi- 
nancial stake in getting you 
back to work and minimizing 
treatment expenses, your health 
considerations are usually not 
primary in their minds. 

Furthermore, under Labor 
Code Section 4062.9, the opin- 
ions of the treating doctor are 
presumed correct. 

Therefore, if the “employer’s” 
treating doctor returns you to 
work while you are still im- 
paired, you are left with the 
choice of returning to work and 
risking further injury, or refus- 
ing and risking disciplinary ac- 
tion. This latter could result in a 
long and uncertain legal battle. 

All of the above can be sub- 
stantially avoided by pre-desig- 
nating your treating doctor. 
That is, stating which doctor you 
want to take care of you, if you 
should suffer an industrial in- 
jury or illness. 

There are a few simple rules: 


1. You must notify your em- 
ployer, preferably your Com- 
manding Officer, Personnel 
Department and medical liai- 
son. A simple letter stating 
your choice is sufficient. 

2. This doctor must have seen 
you at least once as a patient. 
3. It is better not to use an 
HMO, like Kaiser, since most 
HMOs also minimize treat-

ment and will usually not 
write the reports or notes 
necessary to substantiate 
disability. 

It is not necessary that this doc- 
tor be a specialist in the area you 
may need attention. (If you have 
selected a chiropractor and you 
need an internist, the chiropractor 
is permitted to call in whatever 
consultants are necessary to treat 
your condition. ) 

If you do not pre-designate your 
aastae you act ee eT cast 
30 days. 

However, as soon as possible in 
most cases, it is in your interest to 
transfer your care to your own cho- 
sen physician. 

This is, of course, not manda- 
tory, if you have had the good for- 
tune to have an employer selected 
physician that you trust and are 
confident in then you should stay 
under that physician’s care. 

However, in most cases, you will 
be better off choosing your own 
doctor. 

Care should be taken here be- 
cause your employer may object 
to your changing more than 
once. 

Sometimes, a doctor may be 
found by investigating the mat- 
ter with family or friends or a 
physician that you know in an- 
other field. Even your child’s 
physician may be a valuable 
source of advice. 

An attorney may be able to 
help solve some of these prob- 
lems, but the best protection is 
protecting yourself with knowl- 
edge and the effort of finding a 
physician to pre-designate as 
your treating physician in case 
you need one.
